Injustice in the County 

A grave injustice will be done 
the taxpayers of St. Louis county 
unless immediate steps are taken 
to correct the design and enforce- 
ment of the new tangible personal 
property tax assessment blanks. 

These particular blanks are for 
the use of St. Louis county tax- 
payers only and are patterned in 
such a manner that they will be 
highly discriminatory. 

To begin with, one must first 
list specific items such as TVs, 
radios, refrigerators, pianos, air 
conditioners, etc., and set a value 
on them. Then the taxpayer is 
expected to cope with more cate- 
gories labeled “Home and Garden 
Furniture” and “All other Per- 
sonal or Household Property.” 

The reasonably intelligent cit- 
izen would by this time think he 
had then included everything in 
his home. 

_— * 

But he has now only reached 
the first plateau, for he is then 
confronted with a box where he 
is to list “Number of Rooms Oc- 
cupied,” followed by a spoon-fed 
table setting up valuation per 
room by condition. He wonders 
what is left in each room after 
mentioning the specifics separate- 
Jv and covering the spaces for 
*“Flome and Garden Furniture” 
and “All other Personal or House- 
hold Property.” 

But it isn’t enough that Mr. 
Taxpayer is merely confused and 
confounded. He is now drawn 
into the position of placing a 
value on each “room” in his home. 
Without doubt, there is no author- 
ity at law to assess a “room” as 
such or to place a value on tan- 
gible personal property on a per 
room basis. 

And it is far worse to com- 

und this wrong by assigning an 

bitrary value from $25-$200 on 
a “room” according to “condi- 
tion,” ranging from poor to new. 
» Nor can it be said that this 
@ategory is merely a “guide” to 
the taxpayer, for it is my under- 
standing that returns are sent 
Back unless this particular portion 
ig filled out. 
* Even if returns were not sent 
Back, thousands of unwary tax- 
payers would be drawn into com- 
pleting this portion of the form 
With the result of higher valua- 
tions than elsewhere in the state. 

% ¥ * 

It is common knowledge that 
Valuations in the state for house- 
hold goods and furniture do not 
exceed ‘$100 per home on the 
average. Under the form now be- 
ing circulated, every home of four 
or more rooms in St. Louis county 
will start out at least over the 
state average in just this one cate- 
gory. 

Such is bound to throw St. 
Louis county far out of equality 
with the balance of the state and 
work an obvious discriminatjgn. 

Section 14, Article X of the 
Constitution of Missouri states, in 
effect, that one of the main du- 
ties of the State Tax Commission 
is to equalize assessments as be- 
tween counties. There is a clear 
duty to be performed by the State 
Tax Commission here. 

Moreover, Section 137.335 and 
Section 138.380, RSMo 1949, pro- 
vide that “The State Tax Com- 
mission shall design the neces- 
sary assessment blanks... .” If 
there has been a mistake, then 
let it be rectified immediately, for 
returns must be in by March 1 
and there is little time left.

Courtship Indicated 


Commenting on your editorial, 
“The Error in Merger,” it seems 
clear to me that the Freeholders 
are not enjoined to submit any 
“ideal” or “best” plan for city- 
county co-operation.

In such case a period of 
courtship is indicated. 

What better method than the 
district plan under Power IV 
which provides the least inti- 
macy? Give them a single roof 
with separate living quarters 
thereunder and if this proves mu- 
tually beneficial, then later a 
closer togetherness may be at- 
tempted.

Separate the Elections 


Two outstate legislators—one a Republican 
and the other a Democrat—have introduced 
an amendment to the Missouri Constitution 
which would provide benefits in state govern- 
ment that many states have already acquired. 


The amendment proposes that Missouri 
change the time of the election of its Gover- 
nor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of State, 
Treasurer and Attorney General from the 
presidential year to the off-year election mid- 
way through a presidential term. The Mis- 
souri State Auditor is now elected at the 
midterm point. 

The amendment, which was introduced by 
Representatives Robert Ellis Young of Car- 
thage, Republican, and James G. Trimble of 
Kearney, Democrat, would not change the 
length of term of the statewide Missouri offi- 
cials. To separate the Missouri state elec- 
tions from presidential elections, these offi- 
cials would be elected for a two-year term in 
1964. Four-year terms would start in 1966.

Why do New York, Pennsylvania, Califor- 
nia and so many other states choose their 
Governor and other state officials in the off- 
vear election? For a very simple reason. 
Because they have seen the folly of allowing 
a presidential landslide to sweep into office 
state candidates who might otherwise not 
have been chosen by the voters. When presi- 
dential and state elections are held together, 
the former blankets the latter in public inter- 
est, and not enough attention is paid to the 
purely state issues which should dominate the 
selection of a governor. 

Today Missouri and Illinois are in a small 
minority of states which elect the Governor 
for a four-year term at the same time as the 
President. Maine is the latest state—effective 
at the first of this year—to install its state 
officials in an off year. 

There is another argument for the change 
besides assuring that a state election will be 
conducted on state issues. It is that the elec- 
tion arrangement in New York, Pennsylvania, 
California and other states makes it possible 
for an outstanding Governor in one of them 
to be considered for the presidency without 
involving him at the same time in a re- 
election campaign for state office. 

« * - 


Nelson A. Rockefeller was elected Gover- 
nor of New York last November. If his party 
desires to consider him for the presidency in 
1960 it can do so in a year which does not also 
place Mr. Rockefeller in the position of run- 
ning for re-election. Thus he will not find 
himself running for office in both Albany 
and Washington at the same time. 


The Trimble-Young resolution is now in 
the hands of the House Committee on Consti- 
tutional Amendments, whose chairman is 
Representative Joseph W. Martino, St. Louis 
Eighth District Democrat. The vice chairman 
is Representative Robert Young of St. Louis 
county, also a Democrat. 

The other members are Representatives 
Aschemeyer, Bailey and Hickey of St. Louis 
county, Berra of St. Louis, Carter of Wright 
county, Degenhardt, Perry county; Garrett, 
Jefferson county; Graham, Cole county; Har- 
low, Greene county; McGraw, Johnson coun- 
ty: Moore, Caldwell county, and Wigfield, 
Livingston county. 

A favorable recommendation from these 
14 legislators will start a worthy reform on 
the way to enactment. 


Live and Learn 


But for that rhubarb between Florida’s 
state librarian, Dr. Dorothy Dodd, and Gov. 
Leroy Collins. we would not have known that 
Horatio Alger’s books still are in print, let 
alene those Bobbsey Twins books. 


This is not because we belong to that cal- 
low school which insists that hardly any 
Americans can read any more. (Being in the 
writing line, we can’t afford to take such a 
view.) But we were fairly well convinced 
that no red-blooded contemporary read any- 
thing milder than Mickey Spillane. And we 
did feel that since Mr. Spillane stopped 
writing a few years ago, the TV audience was 
bound to grow after people got tired of read- 
ing his books a third and a fourth time. 


So bless the young for reading Horatio 
Alger, the Rover Boys and Tom Swift—and 
how glad we are that the Governor would not 
let Dr. Dodd put them under a ban!—because 
they lead to better things. Only one writer 
could drive a young reader more quickly 
to “Vanity Fair” or “Huckleberry Finn,” and 
he is old Fennimore Cooper, the man who 
tried to bore a nation with Natty Bumpo. 
Culture still has a future—in Florida, too. 


Policing the County 


Police protection in St. Louis county as 
a whole is substandard and inequitably fi- 
nanced. Indicated remedies require both 
state legislation and a constitutional amend- 
ment, but these will not develop spontaneous- 
ly. They require strong, intelligent leader- 
ship from the county government, specifically 
rom County Supervisor McNary. 


So far Mr. McNary hasn't done much lead- 
ing. He did declare that the county would 
seek state legislation for a tax of up to 20 
cents for police purposes, including a refund 
to municipalities of up to 50 per cent of the 
tax. But this would also require a constitu- 
tional amendment, and nothing positive has 
been done in the Legislature to get one. 


Both the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey and 
the Singer Committee report recommended 
reorganization of county police service. They 
both would make the County Police Depart- 
ment responsible for furnishing such services 
as central record keeping, central dispatch- 
ing, training, a crime detection laboratory and 
special investigation services. The County 
Depariment would police the unincorporated 
areas, as it does now, plus municipalities 
whose tax bases are insufficient to support 
minimum protection. In general, this would 
include communities with fewer than 4000 
people. 

The larger municipalities would continue 
to operate their own forces, which would be 
brought into closer co-operation with the 
County Department through the central serv- 
ices it would furnish. Those of the larger 
communities that maintained adequate serv- 
ices, based on standards prescribed by the 
county, would receive rebates from the coun- 
ty equal to the cost of providing that service, 
‘not on any such formula as Mr. McNary talks 
about. The municipalities now support their 
own police departments and the County De- 
partment and receive no rebates. 

Within five years, population in St. Louis 
county may equal that of St. Louis. The St. 
Louis Police Department with 2500 employes 


and an annual budget of more than $14,000.- 
000 is responsible for protecting an area nine 
times smaller than that of the county. The 
County Department has 125 employes and a 
budget of $750,000; protection in the 97 mu- 
nicipalities, largely unco-ordinated with that 
of the county, is extremely spotty. Some mu- 
nicipalities have no protection at night. 

Police service is the primary service of lo- 
cal government. Mr. McNary’s performance 
in leading toward a substantially improved 
county police organization and financing will 
be a major factor in assessing his perform- 
ance as Supervisor. 


Mr. Eisenhower on REA 


President Eisenhower omitted, in his 
speech to the National Rural Electric Co- 
operative Association, a mention of his pro- 
posal that rural electric co-operatives begin 
getting their loans from _ private lenders 
rather than from the Government. His drop- 
ping of that subject from his prepared speech 
may or may not have been symbolic, but it 
would be all to the good if the President 
would leave off that part of his REA pro- 
posals permanently. 

In his insistence that rural co-operative bor- 
rowers should pay in interest for the money 
as much as the Government-has to pay for it, 
we think the President is on sound ground. 
We also think the co-operatives themselves, 
instead of opposing a hike in interest to the 
going rate, should be insisting upon it, for 
the sake of their own proud record of self- 
support. 

As for throwing the co-ops to private lend- 
ers, it would seem that Mr. Eisenhower is 
simply not aware of the facts. REA was 
created a quarter century ago to supply 
financing which the private money market 
could not supply. Some private lending insti- 
tutions are as hostile to the co-ops as are the 
private utilities themselves. They have shown 
no disposition to take over the REA financing 
job. 

REA loans have been good business for the 
Government. They have been paid back on 
time with interest. Meanwhile they have ac- 
complished socially desirable results which it 
is the responsibility of Government to foster. 


REA can do its job without an interest sub- 
sidy, we believe, but the Government must 
help it by supplying capital that would other- 
wise not be available. 


Still Technically Feasible 


The development of a robot seismographic 
Station displaying extreme sensitivity in the 
detection of earth tremors tends to put the 
nuclear test ban problem back where it was. 
Once again it is clear that the obstacles to a 
dependable inspection system to monitor a 
test ban are political, not technical. 


That is what the scientists’ conference at 
Geneva last summer indicated, but the 
Atomic Energy Commission later reported 
that its underground tests raised a new 
doubt. Now this doubt is answered, as com- 
mon sense answered it before, with evidence 
that improvement in the apparatus of detec- 
tion very likely can more than keep pace 
with tactics of concealment. 


Robot detection stations, which would in- 
volve no danger of espionage or of setting up 
a burdensome inspection bureaucracy, could 
conceivably monitor the whole world for both 
underground and above-ground nuclear ex- 
plosions. Reports could go to a very few 
manned stations without impairment of any- 
body’s “sovereignty.” 

So there we are again. Violations of a 
nuclear test ban can be detected. An inspec- 
tion system can work. But the atomic powers 
still must find some way to agree that tests 
should be banned, a monitoring system should 
be set up. 


New Chance for Bi-State 


A bill giving the Bi-State Development 
Agency virtually all the powers it needs—and 
which also stands a fair chance of getting 
through the Missouri Legislature—has been 
favorably reported by’a Senate committee. 
But “virtually all” is not all, and if the meas- 
ure is adopted in its present form the Illinois 
Legislature will have to be brought into the 
act. The laws of both. states must be precisely 
the same before Bi-State will be able to dis- 
pose of its revenue bonds without difficulty. 


The big stumbling block has been the atti- 
tude of the private parking lot lobby of St. 
Louis, which on three occasions has been 
able to kill Bi-State proposals at Jefferson 
City. In recognition of this opposition, the 
present Bi-State measure deletes the agency’s 
authority to develop off-street parking facili- 
ties. A bill to bring the Illinois law into con- 
formity with the new Missouri bill is expected 
to be offered soon at Springfield. 


Bi-State has too many important potential 
tasks ahead of it to argue now about the park- 
ing issue. The need to have the agency 
available as a ,tool for the development of 
Columbia Bottoms, for example, or as an 
interim operator of some of the area’s toll 
bridges, is far more pressing.

Inaugural for Freedom 


Venezuela has re-embarked on the course 
of representative government. The quiet in- 
auguration of Romulo Betancourt gives the 
Republic its first freely-elected President 
after a decade of iron-fisted dictatorship. 

As a mark of his intentions, President 
Betancourt provided no big parades or in- 
augural balls. His guests, who included 
Thomas E. Dewey as official American dele- 


‘gate, attended a brief reception and spent 


an evening at the symphony. For the new 
President is concerned with economizing. 
He faces government debts left by the over- 
thrown Perez Jimenez dictatorship despite 
its huge oil revenues. Unemployment is seri- 
ous in Caracas. President Betancourt hopes 
for foreign investment in other industries 
than oil. 

This is the man who only a few years ago 
was exiled and branded by the dictator as a 
dangerous leftist. In office, he has dedicated 
himself to popular government, sound eco- 
nomic growth and good relations with the 
United States. He should be known By his 
enemies: the Communists, the right-wing sup- 
porters of the deposed dictator, and poverty 
unalleviated ‘by oil wealth. President Betan- 
court gives the United States a clear oppor- 


tunity to demonstrate that it is friendlier to 


democrats than to dictators in Latin America.

It takes time for a sleeping city, 
caught off guard, to respond to a dis- 
aster even of this scope. But once 
word spread of what had happened, 
the officials and the people of St. 
Louis pitched in. The fatality toll 
might have been even greater if res- 
cuers had not rushed into weakened 
buildings to extricate those caught 
there, and if prompt measures had 
not been taken to combat the perils 
of fallen wires and open gas mains. 

Even while offering sympathy to 
the families that suffered, one can be 
grateful for the relief and rescue ef- 
forts that saved other lives. Cer- 
tainly St. Louis merits all possible 
outside help and support in meeting 
the effects of this tragedy. 7 


Between Book E nds Operations of The Abwehr and Soviet Policy 


HITLER'S SPIES AND SABOTEURS, 
by Charles Wighton and Gunter Peis. 
(Holt, 285 pgs., $3.95.) 


“Hitler’s Spies and Saboteurs” 
describes some of the operations of 
the German Abwehr or secret serv- 
ice before World War II ended. The 
book is based on 
a diary kept be- 
tween 1939 and 
1943 by Gen. Er- 
win von Lahousen, 
right-hand man to 
the German Seret 
Service Chief 
Adm. Wilhelm 
Canaris. 

Although he tes- 
tified for the Al- 
lies at the Nuern- 
burg trials, La- (en. Von Lahousen 
housen did not reveal the full story 
of the Abwehr before and after the 
start of the war. Several years after 
the war, Lahousen shared his se- 
crets with an Austrian, Gunter Peis, 
who collaborated with Charles Wigh- 
ton, a British journalist, in preparing 
this volume. 

The book relates the collapse of 
the Nazi spy ring in the United 
States, espionage and sabotage op- 
erations in England and attempts 
by a South African sympathizer to 
secure that country for the Ger- 
mans. 

It should be pointed out that the 
Abwehr officials, Canaris and La- 
housen, were anti-Nazis, although 
they occupied positions of trust in 
the Hitler government. In _ fact, 
Canaris was involved in the plot to 
kill der Fuehrer shortly before the 
end of World War II. 


The book is a fascinating account 
of the training and operations of 


spies and saboteurs and the Ab- 
wehr’s method of recruiting indig- 
enous personnel for assistance in 
carrying out its missions. 

It is also obvious, however, that 
“Hitler’s Spies and Saboteurs” was 
prepared for British and American 
audiences. The authors selected 
only certain parts of the Abwehr’s 
operations instead of giving the 
reader the broad picture of the Ger- 
man secret service, whose activities 
stretched from Central Asia through 
Russia and Western Europe to Mex- 
ico and South America.

SOVIET MARXISM: A CRITICAL 
ANALYSIS, by Herbert Marcuse. 
(Columbia University, 271 pes., $4.5@.) 


In the neglected field of ideology, 
“Soviet Marxism” is an important 
work but not worthy of some un- 
qualified praise it has received. It 
explains—from the Soviet viewpoint 
~——Soviet principles and perfrmance, 
their interaction and opposition. Nec- 
essarily, much use is made of Soviet 
material, but it often is uncritical, 
especially the sugar-coating of Com- 
munist ethics, Also, Soviet perform- 
ance should be checked fully against 
other standards and its own dis- 
senters. 

Marcuse, a professor at Brandeis 
University and the author of “Reason 
and Revolution,” gives an incisive 
and sound analysis of current Soviet 
Strategy and policy. His hopeful- 
ness of a future liberalization of the 
Soviet regime seems too optimistic; 
yet, as in chapter eight, he offers a 
provocative argument. He does rec- 
ognize that a change in ideology is 
needed to assure a lasting relaxation 
of repression. But wouldn't this re- 
duce Soviet Marxism to a ritual? 


If Russian pretensions to be build- 
ing Communism instead of State 
Capitalism seem wishful thinking, 
Marcuse brings out well the terrify- 
ing potential of the country, alsg 
the problems underlying any indus- 
trial society. Surprisingly, he 
weakest on the systematic features 
of Soviet Marxism. % 

The main lack of this book is an 
expression of a feeling for the tra- 


‘ditional values of Western civiltza- 


tion, which one finds in the works 
of R. N. Carew Hunt, British Marxist 
and an open-minded critic.

Price Administration. 

Born at Elba, Ala., he attend- 
ed State Teachers College, Troy, 
Ala., and was graduated from 
the University of Alabama in 
1915 He was principal of 
Franklin County High School, 
Russellville, Ala., from 1915 to 
1917, when he enlisted in the 
aviation section of the Army 
Signal Corps. He served over- 
seas and was discharged as a 
captain in the Army Air Corps 
in 1919. 

Between the two World Wars 
Mr. Bryan was southwest man- 
ager here for the Eureka Vac- 
uum Cleaner Co. He was named 
to the OPA post in 1943.

ADVISER OF F. D. ROOSEVELT 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14 (AP 
Louis Brandeis Wehle, 78 years 
old, corporation lawyer and 
long-time friend and adviser of 
the late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, died of a heart 
attack at his home here yester- 
day. 

A native of Louisville, Ky., 
Wehle was a nephew of the 
late Associate Justice Louis B. 
Brandeis of the United States

His frendship with Roosevelt 


began while they were co- 
editors .of the Harvard Crim- 
son. He also received his law 


degree from Harvard. 
In World War I, as a special 


assistant to Secretary of War 
Newton D. Baker, he helped 
expedite camp building.

1919-20, he was general counsel 
to the War Finance Corp.

APPROPRIATIONS 
OF $4 097,000 


The Board of Aldermen vyes- 
terday approved bills appropri- 
ating $4,097,000 for 1955 bond 
issue projects. Much of the 
money will be used for land 
acquisition 

The aldermen voted to ap- 
propriate $1,025,000 for buying 
property to widen Jefferson 
avenue between Scott avenue 
and Market street; Spring ave- 
nue between Olive street and 
Page boulevard: Fourteenth 
street between Olive and Mul- 
lanphy street, and Park avenue 
between Grattan street and 
Mississippi avenue 

Another bill appropriates 
$1,900,000 for the city’s share 
of land acquisition for the 
Mississippi River flood control 
project to be carried out by 
the Army Corps of Engineers 

A total of $238,000 was ap- 
propriated for acquisition of 
land for a 3.2-acre public park 
on Tavior avenue between Page 
and Cook avenue. 

Medical Laboratory. 

The aldermen appropriated 
$750,000 for construvting and 
equipping a new medical lab- 
oratory at City Hospital. This 
appropriation was contained in 
an omnibus bill approved last 
week Since some aldermen 
believed theré would not be 
enough money in the omnibus 
bill to build the laboratory, 
that clause in the original bill 
was rescinded and a separate 
bill was offered and passed 
Friday. 

The board _ appropriated 
$184,000 for preliminary archi- 
tectural and engineering 
studies on a group of projects 
Thev include establishment of 
a playground at Nineteenth 
and Cole streets and another

Louis Donald Shoulders was 
sentenced yesterday to a Six- 
year term in a federal prison 
on a charge of stealing 20 auto- 
mobile tires from an interstate 
shipment from Wisconsin to 
St. Louis 

His father. former Police Lt 
Louis Shoulders, who served a 
prison term for perjury in the 


Greenlease ransom inquiry, 


was in court when Unitéd 
States District Judge Roy W. 
Harper pronounced sentence 

Judge Harper, in sentencing 
the yvounger Shoulders, direct- 
ed that the six-year term 
should run concurrently with a 
four-year sentence imposed on 
the defendant Jan. 30 for har- 
boring a fugitive from justice 
The effect of the sentence is an 
additional two-year term. 

“It is an unpleasant thing to 
pass sentence on you,” Judge 
Harper told the younger Shoul- 
ders, who is 28 vears old. “You 
have most of your life before 
you 

‘A Sad, Sorry Record.’ 

“Your case is one of the sad- 
dest ever to come into my 
court You could be a good 
citizen: you were a good sol- 
dier; but you have a Sad, sorry 
record.” 

The judge warned Shoulders 
that unless he undertook some 
sort of lawful occupation, even 
if it involved work he did not 
particularly enjoy, he probably 
would spend the remainder of 
his life in an institution
